OR THE QUESTION, 


WAS JOSEPH SMITH SENT OF GOD?

Seconn.—In what manner does Joseph 
Smith declare that a dispensation of the gos- 
pel was committed unto him? He testifies that 
ait angel of God, whose name was Mortni; ap- 
peared unto him; that this angel was formerly 
an ancient prophet among a remnant of the 
tribe of Joseph on the continent of America. 
He testified that Moroni revealed unto him 
where he deposited the sacred records of his 
nation some fourteen hundred years ago; that 
these records contained the “ everlasting gos 
pel” as it was anciently taught and fecorded 
by this branch of Israel.

en. J. Smith testifies that a dispensation of 
the gospel for all nations has been committed to 
him by an angel, The one attered the predic- 
tion; the other testifies its fulfilment. Though 
Mr, Sith had tanght © perfect doctrine, yet 
if he had testified that his doctrine waé not 
stored by an angel, all would at once have. 
known him to be an impostor. How came Mr. 
Smith, if an impostor, to not only discover a 
perfect doctrine, bat to also discover the pre- 
eies mediam throagh which that doctrine should 
be restored to the earth? Did Swedenborg, 
Irving, Wesley, or any ether persons, net only

declafe that it was cdmmitted to them by an 
angel from heaven? _ If not, however pure and 
holy their teaching, they were not divinely 
authorized to administer in ordinances, If Mr. 
Smith had professed to have accidently dis- 
toverd those records, and that he was inspired 
to revéal their contents through the Urim and 
Thummim; or if he had professed to have re- 
ceived a message of the gospel through the in- 
spiration of the Holy Ghost, or the Urim and 
Thummim, ot in any other way but that of the 
ministering of an angel, we should, without 
farther inquiry, have known him to be withvut 
authority. How came Mr. Smith, if a de 
ceiver, to think of all this? Did Martin Lu- 
ther, Wesley, Whitfield, Swedenborg,or Irving, 
think of this? Whence his superior intellect 
—his depth of understanding—his exteusfve 
foresight—that he should so far surpass all 
former impostors for 1700 years? John testi- 
fies that when the everlasting gospel is restored 
to the eat'th i¢ shall be by an angel. Mr. Smith 
testifies that it was restored by an angel, and 
in no other way. Tis is another presumptive 
evidence that he was sent of God: 

Tuirp.—A revelation and restoration to the 
earth of the everlasting gospel through the angel 
Moroni would be of no benefit to the nations, 
unless stmie One should be ordained with 
authority to preach it and administer its ordi- 
nances. Moroni ight reveal a book containing 
a beautiful and glorious system of salvation, 
but no one could obey even it first principles 
without a legally authorized adtiinistrator, or- 
dained to preach, baptize, lay on hands for the 
gifts of the Holy Ghost, &c. Did Moroni or- 
dain Mr. Smith to the apostleship, and com- 
mand him to administer ordinances? No, he 
did not. But why not confer authority by or- 
dination, as well as reveal the everlasting gos- 
pel? Because in all probability he had not the 
right so todo. All angels have not the same 
authority—they do not hold the same keys. 
Moroni was a prophet; but we have no account 
of his holding the office of an apostle; 
and if not, he had no right to ordain Mr. 
Smith to an office which he himself never pos- 
sessed. He no doubt went as far as he was 
authorized, and that was to reveal “the stick 
of Ephraim”—the record of his fathers con- 
taining the “everlasting gospel.” How then 
did Mr. Smith obtain the office of an apostle, if 
Moroni had no authority to ordain him to such 
office? Mr. Smith testifies that Peter, James

No; and therefore they are not 
apostles, but deceivers. If Mr. Smith had pre- 
tended that he received the apdstleship by the | 
revelation of the Holy Ghost, without an or- 
dination under the hands of an apostle, we 
should at once know that his pretensions were 
vain, and that he was adeceiver. If an im- 
postor, how came Mr. Smith to discover this? 
Why did he not, like the Irvingites, assume the 
apostleship Without an apistle to ofdain him? 
How came he to possess so much more wisdom 
than Irving, asto discover that he could not be 
an apostle without being ordained under the 
hands of an apostle? “If Mr. Smith be a false 
apostle, it mast be confessed that he exhibited 
far more judgment than all the false apostles 
who have, preceded him, learned and talented 
as rt mtn were. Is not this another presemptive 
evidence of Joseph Smith's divine mission? Such

Fourra.—Joseph Smith not only professes, 
through the medium of angels, to have received 
a dispensation of the gospel, and the power and 
authority of the apostleship, but he also pro- 
fesses to have received, through revelation aud 
commandment from God, a dispensation for the 
gathering of the Saints from all nations. Now 
the doctrine of the gathering of the Saints in 
the last days must either be false or true; if 
false, then J. Smith must be an inipostor. It 
matters not how correct he may have been in 
all other points of his system, if this one point 
—the doctrine of the gathering be false, he 
must be a deceiver. Why? Because he pro- 
fesses to have teeelved this dostriné by direct 
revelation and commandment. On the other 
hand, if the doctrine of the gathering of the 
Saints be a true doctrine and scriptural, this 
will be another presumptive evidence that Mr. 
Smith was sent of God. | , 
Now a doctrine may be ¢rué and not be 
scriptural; as for example, Newton’s doctrine 
or law of universal gravitation is a true doc- 
trine, but not a scriptural one; that is, it can 
neither be proved nor disproved by the scrip- 
tures: So, Nosh’s doctrine of gathering into 
an ark—Lot’s déctfine of fleeing out of Sodom 
—Christ’s doctrine to depart out of Jerusalem 
and flee to the mountains to escape destruction, 
were all true; but neither of them could be 
proved or disproved by any scripture given to 
any of the former prophets. So likewise Mr. 
Smith’s doctrine of the gathering of the Saints 
in the last days might be true, even though 
there should be no former scriptures that pre- 
dicted such an event; but in this case sach a 
doctrine would be no evidence that Mr. Smith, 
who advocated it, was sent of God; but if 
such a doctfine can be pfoved to be a scriptu- 
ral doctrine, that is, if the gathering of the 
Saints were ptedicted in ancient scriptore as an 
event to take place in a certain age, in a cer- 
tain way, aod through certain means, and Mr. 
Smith comes in that age, professing to have a 
message to gather the Saints in suck way, and 
by sich méans as the scriptures hate foretold, } 
then the exact and perfect agreement between 
the professed message of Mr. Smith, and the 
scriptural predictions relating to such a mes- 
‘sage or work, would be a presumptive evidence 
of great weight in favor Of his divine aiission. 
The doctrine of the gathering of the people 
of God, inclading Israel, is one so clearly pre- 
dicted by the inspired writers, that it seems al- 
most superfluous to refer to the numerous pas 
sages relating to it. The dispensation in which 
the people of God were to be gathered in one, 
is called by the apostle Paul, “‘ the dispensation 
of the fulness of time:” which he represents és 
being an event then in the foture. John, near- 
ly one bandred years after the birth of*our 
Savior, daw the wonderful events and sceneries 
of unborn generations displayed in majestic and 
awful grandeur before him. He saw the church- 
es of Asia, then under his own personal watcb- 
care, lakewarm, corrupted, and about ready to 
be moved out of their place. He saw the uni- 
versal apostacy that was soon to snoceed and 
hold dominion for ages over all kindred and 
tongues, unde? the name of the Mother of Har- 
lots—the great Babylon that should make all 
nations drunk with her wickedness, He saw 
that after the nations had been thus over- 
whelmed in thick darkness for ages, without 
‘the charch of Gad, without apostles, withoat | 
prophets, without the ministering of angels, 
withoat one “message from heaven, 
that there would be one more proclamation of 
mercy made to all people—one more dispense 
tion of glad Gicings from the heavens, to be 
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authorized, uninspired pfiesthood, preaching a 


ing go8pel, Which was to receive a uni- 
versal proclaination to all the inhabitants of the 
earth, followed with a load cry, that “ the hour 
of God’s judgment is come.” He saw the uni- 
versal proclumation of this warning message 
immediately followed by another angel, pro- 
claiming the complete overthrow and downfall 
of Babylon. Between the interval of the fly- 
ing of these two angels, he “heard another 
voice from heaven, saying, Come out of her, my 
people, that ye be not partakers of her sins, and 
that ye receive not of her plagues; for her sins 
have reached unto heaven, and God hath re- 
membered her iniquities,” Remembet; that 
this voice, commanding the people to come out 
of Babylon, was to be a “ voice from heaven.” 
It was not to be a cunningly devised plan of un- 
inspired man, brought about by human inge- 
nuity, but it was to be a voice from heaven—a 
message sent from God—a new revelation, cum- 
manding the Saints to come out of Babylon 
previous to its downfall. How came Mr. Smith 
if an impostor, to get, not only all the other 
particulars which we have mentioned, perfectly 
exact, but also to diseover that there must be 
a gathering of the Saints out of Babylon, and 
that work must immediately follow the intro- 
duction of the gospel by an angel? Why did 
he not say, My doctrine is true, and if you will 
embrace it, you can be saved, and still remain 
where you are? It mattet's not how correct his 
doctrine might have been in all other points, if 
he had told his disciples to remain among the 
corrupt nations, and not gather together—this 
alone would exposed thecloven foot and 
proved him to be a deciver. Swedenborg, 
Wesley, Irving, and a numerous host of others, 
during the last seventeen hundred years, have 
entirely neglected the gathering, which proves 
that they were without authority—that a dis 
pensation of the gospel was never committed 
to them—that the voiee from heaven to come 
out of Babylon liad never saluted their ears. 

Previous to the restoration of the gospel by aii 
angel, God had no people in Babylon, and 
therefore he could not call them out. An un- 


perverted gospel, never could raise up a people 
of God in Babylon; for they themselves are 
Babylon, and all their converts or children are 
begotten aftef theif oWn likeness with Bablon- 
ish inscriptions dpou their fUreheads.

States in 1850, 480 had been created of altered 
in the previous ten years; in 54 the females 
greatly predominate; in 255 the slaves, and in 
T the foreign born.

In 1,023 
counties there were slaves; in 192 no free 
colored persons. The number of people to a 
dwelling in New York City averaged more than 
13, in Boston nearly 9, in New Orleans 6 1-2," 
in Richmond about 5 = It is estimated that 
one-fourth part of the people in the country re- 
side in villages, towns and cities: 

In the year 1800, exclusive of the army and 
navy, there were 3,806 persons in the employ- 
ment of the Federal Government; in 1854 the 
number was 35,456, a nine-fold increase—the 
population having increased about five fold. 
The number of real estate owners in the Uni- 
ted States cannot fall short of 1,500,000, or 
one in about 319 ofthe free males over 21 years 
of age. It is estimated that the ditect and in- 
direct tax paid by each white person in the 
country for all purpoggs, amounts to $4 24. 
There are about 400,000 Indians within the ter- 
ritorial limits of the United States. At the 
close of the revolutionary war General Knox 
estimated the Indians in the thirteen States to 
number about 76,000. In 1850, of the 1,597 
political newspapers published in the United 
States, 855 were whig and 742 democratic pa- 
pers. Over two-fifths of the uational territory 
is drained by the Mississippi and its tributaries. 
The distance betWeen the cities of New York 
and New Orleans is more than equal to that 
separating London from Constantinople, or 
Paris from St. Petersburg. By the laud route 
between New York and Astoria the distance is 
equal to that between New York and Bremen. 
By the water route the distance is as great as 
that between Canton and London. 

The number of persons who live East of the 
Mississippi river is twelve times greater than 
the number of those who live West thereof.

It id supposed that he accomplished 
tite object of his journey, but if he had to un- 
dertake to travel ia his gig over all the routes 
at present existing, he would arrive at the end 
of his journey when he was about a hundred 
years old. About 88 years since Congress ap- 
pointed Dr. Franklin Post Master General to 
the independent colonies. He weut in his old 
gig, aud a portfolio, contuining about three 
quires of paper, lasted as his account book for 
two years: Now the railroad train goes sixty 
miles an hour, and the post office accounts con: 
sume every two years 3,000 of the largest 
sized ledgers; keeping no less than one hundred 
clerks employed in reckoniug transactions with 
There 
are now paid annodally for mail locks, keys and 
stamps nearly $32,000—a sum equal to the en- 
tire outlay of the whole department in 1790. 
The envelopes and postage stamps cost over 
$14;000; the miail bags $50,000; the blanks 
$71,900. Franklin would be slightly astonish- 
ed if he could rise from the grave, travel to 
Washington in his old gig, see the 3,000 ledg- 
ers, the 100 clerks, and hear the mail train 
thunder past him at the rate of sixty miles an 
hour And yet; what would be his emotions 
when he reflected that this was but oue evi- 
deuce of the rapid advance of the great repub- 
lic of which he was one of the founders:

I was kindly received.and well ised, 
as bas invariably becn the case wherever I have visit 
ed the Saints. Brother Thatcher has an amiable 
family, consisting of a wife, five sors and onedaugh- 
ter, all grown, they are an honor to the cause, and 
to the profession they have made. I have been re- 
quested to preach in Santa Rosa, and at Napa city, 
which I shall do as soon as I get through with some 
other appointments. I soon shall have an efféctual 
opening in this country, for as much laboras I am 
able to attend to. 

When I had returned as far as A. G. Mayfield’s, I 
understood that the excitement got up at Stony Point, 
in regard tomy wishing to preach there, was not 
allayed yet.

matter. They stated that I had made the threat 
that I would preach there, whether they were willing 
or not; and if the door was locked, it would be forc- 
ed open. Still further they stated, that it was not 
because I was a Mormon that I was refused the lib- 
erty of lecturing in the house, but because I had de- 
fied the authority of the trustees. This, the editor, 
in all the fulness of his repentance for the injustice 
he had done them, published. 

Now any person endowed with a thimbie-full of 
brains can see that this bears the impress of falsehood 
upon the very face of it; who could be each a fool as 
to believe that I would make such a threat before 
there was any necessity for it? Remember, 1 had 
made the threat, according to their statements, be- 
fore I was refused, and it was on that account I was 
refused, and hot becanse I wasa Mormon. Again: 
I had been guilty of defying the authority of the 
trustecs, when indeed, as I was credibly informed, 
no such beard of officers had been organized. Now 
the truth of the matter is this: I visited the settle- 
ment aad published a meeting for that place; the ex- 
citement was raised;.I received the notice, as I stated 
in my other communication to you, and I did not 
express my feelings in any shape, but came to the 
conclusion in my own mind, that if the people wished 
me to preach there I would; if otherwise, 1 would 
not. 

These statements as Tt. given them to you, 
were published in an editofial of the Journal headed 
‘“* Correction;'’ a falschood made up of whole cloth to 
cover up their diagraceful conduct. I haveall my 
life endeavored to so conduct myself, as to be worthy 
of the friendship and confidence of all good men, and 
my prayer is that I may continue to so act; and as for 
the class of men that will act,as those did whom I have 
noticed,and the vacillating editor who, because his 
popularity was at stake, filed in with them, although 
informed to the contrary by men of veracity, I feel 
utterly indifferent as to what they can do against the 
cause of truth, or against me. We have no feelings 
or principles In common with them, we cherish in 
our bosom sentiments and principles, as widely differ- 
ent from theirs, as light is from darkness. 

I arrived here the 14th inst., and found sister 
Sparks recovering from the effacts of a rattlesnake 
bite, which she had received a week previous. She 
was thinning out her lettuce beds in the garden, 
when the stiake struck her on the top of thé middle 
finger of the right hand, betwecn the two first joints; 
it hung on to her until she lifted it three feet from 
the ground. She was soldier enough to cut his snake- 
ship's head off with a knife she happened to have, 
and at two successive blows cut it into four pieces. 
When she was bitten there were rione of the men 
folk at home. It had a puwerful effect upon he, and 
they had no idea she would live; when her husband 
returned he administered to her,and she was relieved, 
and has been mending ever since; she is now able to 
visit her garden again. 

Every place where I have been the crops of wheat, 
barley and corn, look well; I hear no complaints of 
the rust: there isa prodigious amount of hay cut 
every where I have traveled. Up in Yolo they were 
harvesting both wheat and barley last week. I wish 
through this letter to be remembered to all my 
friends, and especially by yourself and family, and 
those connected with you in the office.

friends here, who strive to add to our comfort and 
happiness by every means in thels«power. We 
pteached in the church on Sanday the 15th, and 
again yesterday. During the week wé visited Sutter 
Creek, Jackson, and Pleasant Vale School Hotse on 
Dry Creek. The people listen attentively; treat us 
respectfully, and provide for our necessities, so that 
we have waiited for nothing; but otherwise than this, 
they manifest such an tndifference to the principles, 
that I confess I sometimes feel rath#r discouraged. 
We have not yet organised any branches nor bap- 
tized Any new members, but brother Btuart says we 
are sowing seed which may spring up aftera time 
and bring forth fruit a hundredfold. 

There is vonsiderable excitement herd at present, 
in cotiséquence of a rumored threatened invasion of 
the town by a body of Mexicans, to avenge the in- 
juries-which they conceive they sustained at the 
hands of the citizens of thi¥ place and vicinity last 
summer. The citizens have held meetings and or- 
ganized a sort of Vigilance Committee to act in case 
of emergency; but the best informed of the inhabi- 
tants do not apprehend any danger. You probably 
recollect the horrible Rancheria tragedy enacted here 
last summer by some Mexicans, when a portion of 
the citizens of Dry Town, Sutter Creek, and Jackson 
took such summary vengence on the Mexican and 
Chilean residents, shooting antl hanging a considcr- 
able number of them, burning their houses, and even 
their church.. There is no doubt in the mind of any 
calm, reasonable man, that there were acts of gross 
injustice and cruelty committed during the excite- 
ment, which were deprecated and condemned by 
many of the best citizens of the county, but which 
they were unable to prevent: but for the ftiends of 
the injured and deceased, to wreak their vengence on 
the heads of unoffending women and children, could 
not restore the innocent sufferers to life, while it 
would unly render certain, the entire annihilation or 
banishment of the whole Mexican and Chilean popu- 
lation. It is truly painful te reflec: upon the state 
of society at present; discord and disunion every 
where prevail, doth in family, town, county and 
state organizations; peace seems to be taken from 
the earth, the spirit of fear appears to have taken 
possession of men, and the time is hastening with 
rapid strides, when he Who will not take up weapons 
against his neighbor, must necds flee to Zion. How 
true it is, that ‘‘ The Wicked fice when no man pur- 
sueth;’’ every man, even now, is afraid of his neigh- 
bor, and instead of meeting in every man a brother 
and a friend, men distrust, suspect and shun each 
other as they would the midnight assassin. And yet 
they talk of a bettet state of things—of purging 
society—of cleansing the body politic, and some will 
even dream of introducing the Milleniilal reign of 
peace, through the medium of stuffed ballot boxes,

Tue Crops. The Santa Cruz Sentinel says: All ac- 
counts froth the Pajaro valley agree that the tate 
crops will be short in comparison to previous years, 
on avcount of an insufficiency of late rains iii the 
spring, there having been much less there than in 
other parts of the county. On the highest lands 
about Sahta Cruz we hear of smut in the wheat, but 
otherwise the crops are all good. There is a good 
chahce for a full crop of wheat, when compared with 
the last three years. There will be full crops of bar- 
ley, beans and oats, and a slight diminution in the 
crop of potatoes. The quantity of beans will far ex- 
ceed that of ariy previous year; it is estimated that 
there is two thousand acres in the county, and this 
will fully compensate for the short-coming of whéat 
and potatoes. The high prices of produce consequent 
upon the general failure of crops in other parts of the 
Siete, will secure to our farmers a rich harvest. It 
is the first season for them since 1863. _ 

Remains. The Soriora says: We 
have seen a portion of a tusk, originally over four 
feet in length, which was taken from the Pioneer 
Table Mountain Tunnel, owned by Messrs. Lyons, 
Oliver, Streeter & Co. The portion seen by us is in 
a tolerably good state of preservation, and was taken 
out more than one hundred feet below the surface. 
Hoofs and other bones, of mammoth size, were also 
found in the same locality, furnishing unmistakable 
evidence of the existence, in this region, at a former 
period, very’'remote, of animals very different from 
any now known.

| BATTLE AT ROGUE RIVER. 

On yesterday, June 13, we had a conversation with 
Capt. John F. Miller, direct from.Grave Creek, who 
informed us that he had seen and conversed with 
several of the volunteers who had just returned froin 
the lower Rogue river country and learned from them 
that about the Ist inst., John, George and Limpy 
had come into.Col. Buchanan's camp, on Rogue 
river, a short distanve above the mouth, for, the pur- 
pose of talking over a treaty; that George and Linipy 
were willing to treat and leave the country, but John 
would riot conset.t to leave. The then Teft. 
After that time, about the 5th inst., Capt. Smith, 
in command of some eighty regulars, advanced sbout 
fifteen miles above Col. Buchanan's command, and 
encamped near the Big Bend of Rogue river. In the 
evening, old George informed the Captain that the 
movements of the Indians looked suspicidus. Capt 
Smith, after dark, moved his camp farther up the 
mountain side, and posted double guards. During 
the night the Indians under old John and Enos, sur- 
rounded the camp, and about sunrise in the morning, 
fired on the guard, killing eleven men and wounding 
twenty-one. The battle continued until next day 
about noon—thirty-six hours. 


During the we two Rogue river Indians were 


with Capt. Smith /jand stated that they understood 
the conversation/that was going on. between John 
and Enos. They heard John say, ‘‘ Enos, you have 
always told me you could whip the soldiers; now, if 
you can, why don’t you charge on tiem with your 
knives and kill them, and save: youf powder and 
balls?’ He accordingly nipde the. charge, but. did 
not effect any thing. During the battle old John was 
seen swinging ropes, and was heard to say that he 
intended to hang Capt. Smith. The Indians obtained 
the body of one of the dead soldiers and hung it up, 
and tied a stick on the shoulder to represent a gun. 

‘ On the day of the battle a Mr: Sloan was dispatch- 
ed from.Col. Buchanan to Capt. mith; before reach- 
ing his destination hc came upon a body of Indiani, 
but made his escape by leaving his mule, and r¢turn- 
ed to Col. Buchanan, who :mmediately set out for 
the scene of action, arriving next day about ten 
o'clock. Ina short time the Indians drew off. 

It is not kriown what number of Indians were 
killed in the engagement. ft is not known in what 
direction the Indians went. | 

MOVEMENTS OF THE VOLUNTEERS. 

Major Latshaw, with about 120 volunteets, was 
moving down Rogue river and was fired upon by the 
Indians from the opposite side of the river, but for- 
tunately one company of about fifty men were on the 
same sidé the Indidns Were, arid only a short distaiice 


ately chargéd upon five and wounding 
several, and took about twetity sqdaws and foting 
Indians prisoners. 

The Indians were of George and Limpy’s bands. 
They immediately fled to Col. Buchanan, and some 
sixty-five warriors placed themselves under his pro- 
tection, giving up about forty tifles and , thirty- five 
revolvers. 

Majot Latshaw contiriued dowti the rivet with his 
command and arrived at the camp of thie U. 8: troops 
in the evening, after Col. Buchanan bad driven the 
Indians from their attack on Capt. Smith. We have 
not beer able to learn whether Major Latshaw lost 
any men or not. 

We have not yet obtainmed any report only from 


them stating what they knew about the expedition.

Tue existence of the Jews is the living mir- 
acle of the world. They are scattered snd 
down trodden, and yet, according to the most 
accurate statistics, are as numerous as they 
were when they left the land of. Egypt, the re 
turns made to Bonaparte giving sbout three 
millions, . Extirpated, they become citizens of 
the world; and wherever tolerated they com- 
mence traffic and become thrifty. Everywhere 
they are at home; They may be banished, but, 
cannot be expelled; be trodden down, yet can- 
not be crushed. Only in the United States, 
France, Holland and Prussis, are they fully 
citizens; but in spite of British statutes, the 
Rassian ukase and Turkish carse, they prosper 
still. The great nations of antiquity, the Egyp- 
tains and Assyrians, the Romans and Sarecens, 
as well as the modern Tarks and Christians, 
have attempted to destroy them, but in vain; 
while penal laws and crael tortares have only 
served to increase their number and reinforce 
their obstinacy. | 

But the Jews exist not only as a monument 
and a miracle; Jewish mind has exerted a 
powerful influence on the world. Favored by 
Napoleon, the Hebrew race at once developed 
power that had never been suspected. Soult, 
Ney and Massena, who thus altered his same 
from Mannassah, to escape the odium of being 
an Israelite, were all Marshals of France under 
the eye of the greatest warrior of his age.— 
In politics the Jews have Metternich in Aus- 
tria, D’Israeli in England, a convert to the 
Christian faith, while the Autocrat of Russia 
has had a Jew for his confidential counsellor, 
and Spain a Prime Minister of the same race, 
and Russia her Minister of Finance. In the 
United States, Jews begin to figure in our na- 
tional councils; Mr. Yulee, U. 8. Senator for 
Florida, and Mr. Benjamin, Senator from 
Louisiana, being of the Hebrew stock. Mr. 
Cromieux, one of the most eminent lawyers of 
France, was what we should call Attorney 
General, upon the flight of Louis Phillippe. 

In money power the Jews hold in their hands 
the destiny of kingdoms and empires, whose 
government become bankrupt, and their soy- 
ereigns turn beggars at a Hebrew’s nod. Half 
a dozen Jews can do more to preserve the 
peace of Europe by sitting behind their desk, 
and persistingly saying No! to the royal appli- 
cants for money, then all the Peace Congresses 
and Conventions in Christendom. The Roth- 
schilds, the Barings, and Sir John Montefiore, 
are all Jews, and with their banking establish- 
ments scattered over Europe and Asia, wield a 
scepter more powerful than monarchs bold. 

Coming to the literary profession, and in- 
quiring into the lineage of many of the most 
distinguished scholars and men of science, we 
find the Jews prominent here as well as in ac- 
tive life. The most renowned in astronomy have 
been the Jews, as the- Herschels in England 
and Arago in France, the astronomer royal up- 
der Louis Phillippe, and who has filled the 
world with his fame. Those German works 
which are deluging the world are for the most 
part the production of Christianized Jews, as 
those of Hedstenberg, Tholuck, Schleirmacher, 
Gresenius, Neander, Niebuhr, and others, whose 
learned treatises, Biblical criticisms, didactic 
theology and general sacred literature are found 
in the library of every Theological Seminary, 
and in the hands of every theological student. 
Spinoza, the famous infidel, was a Jew, and so 
are the Rouge and Czerski, who took the lead 
of a new religious reformation in Germany in 
our day. 

Such has been and are the Jews. Mysterious , 
nation! Inexplicable enigma! A living, per- 
petually omnipresent miracle! A race so in- 
domitable, so imperishable, must have been} 
raised up and preserved for some grand pur- 
pose.—[Congregational Journal. |

Influence of the Male Animal in Breeding. 


Mz. Onrow, of Sunderland, England, dis- 
tinguished writer on animal physiology, lays 
down the following proposition in regard to 
breeding, viz: 

“The male influences especially the external 

of its offspring, while the internal 

organization is particularly influenced by the 
female; thus the outward form, general appear- | 
ance, and organs of locomotion, are chiefly de- 
termined by the male—the vital organs, size, 
general vigor, power of endurance, by the fe- 
male.” This proposition Mr. Orton enforces 
by the following statement regarding the pro 
duce from a horse and an ass. He says: 

“The male, the prodace of the male ass and 
mare, is essentially a modified ass; the ears are 
those of an ass, somewhat shurtened; the mane 
is that of the ass, erect; the tail is that of an 
ass; the skin and color are those of an ass, 
somewhat modified; the legs are slender, and 
the hoofs high, narrow, and contracted, like 
those of an ass; in fact, in all these respects it 
is an ass somewhat modified. The body and 
barrel of the mule are round and full, in which 
it differs from the ass and resembles the mare. 
The hinny, (or mato) on the other hand, the 
produce of the stallion and she-ass, is essen- 
tially a modified horse; the ears are those of a 
horse, somewhat lengthened, the mane flowing; 
the tail bushy, like that of the horse; the skin 
is fine, like that of the horse; and the color 
varies also like the horse; the legs are stronger, 
and the hoofs broad and «xpanded, like those 
of the horse. In fact, in all these respects, it 
is a horse somewhat modified. The body and 
barrel, however, of the hinny, are flat and nar- 
row, in which it differs from the horse, and re- 
sembles its mother, the ass.” 
Mr. Harvey, in commenting on Mr. Orton’s 
views, says: 
“The mule is the produce of a male ass and 
the maré; the Ainny (or, as it is called the 
muto,) that of the horse ‘and the she-ass. Both 
hybrids are the produce of the same set of ani- 
mals. They differ widely, however, in their 
respective character—the mule in all that_re- 
lates to its external characters, having the dis- 
tinctive features of the ass—the hinny, in the 
same respects, having all the distinctive feat- 
ures of the horse; while in all that relates to 
the internal organs and vital qualities, the mule 
partakes of the characters of the horse, and 
the hinny of those of the ass.”

“ A boy, sitting on the floor with a bundle 
before him, strikes the matches with a sort of 
mallet on the dipped ends till they become 
throughly loosened. They have now to be 
planged into s preparation of phosphorous or 
chlorate of potash, according to the quality of 
the match. The phosphorous produces the pale, 
noiseless fire; the chlorate of potash the sharp 
crackling illumination. 
of the more inflammable substance,the matches 
are separated, and dried in racks. Thoroughly 
dried, they are gathered up again into bundles 
of the same quantity, and are taken to the boys 
who cut them; for the reader will have observ- 
ed that the bundles have been dipped at each 
end. There are few things more remarkable in 
manufacturies than the extraordinary rapidity 
of this cutting process and that which is con- 
nected with it. The boy stands before a bench, 
the bundle on his right and a pile of empty box- 
es on his left. ‘The matches are to be cut, and 
the empty boxes filled, by this boy. 
is opened: he seizes a portion, knowing by long 
habit the required number with sufficient exact- 
ness; puts them into a sort of frame,knocks the 
ends evenly together, confines them with a 
strap, which he tightens with his foot, and cats 
them in two parts with a knife on a hinge, 
which he brings down with a strong leverage. 
The halves lie projecting over each end of the 
frame; he grasps the left portion and thrusts it 
into a half opea box, which slides into an outer 
case, and he repeats the process with the 
matches on his right hand. The series of move- 
ments is performed with a rapidity almost un- 
exampled, for in this way two hundred thou- 
sand boxes are filled in a day, by one boy.
